Lord Fitz- Vernon had fcarcely had 
time, on his return to the Hall, to

had ftarted fome objeâions m refpeâ:

Poletti. This was a command which 
Mr* Manly no longer felt âny rcluft- 
ance to comply with; for having 
lôfîted the cottage the inonv^nt he

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.was informed of the demife of the 
Signior, (an cvcnt which he privateljr 
entiieated the oid woipan to ^ve him 
the earlieft intéUigence of) and ex- 
amîned the contents of the black 
trunk ; which not only contained the 
fecurities defcribed by Poletti, toge- 
ther with two hundred pounds in notes 
and ca(h, but feveraljewels, which he 
juftly conceived to be of confiderable 
value ; and among which was the 
infigna of the PoliQi Order of thjc 
White Ëagle, richly adorned with 
diamonds. Then it enterecl into his 
head, thaf the little Pôle nxuft be 
fomebody pf confequence ; aad hav- 
ing a pretty trifie of aK)ney at her

own difpofal, together with what the 
jewels might fetch, flie would be no 
very inéligible wife for his fon ; and 
as for the injundtions of the deCeafed 
Signior in rcfpeâ: to her marriage» 
why, if the young folks liked each.

to daim her, wAal was done could not 
be undone ; and Tom was defcended 
of honeft parents, and was, moreover, 
(in the «cyes of his father) a very preîty 
jrentleman. 

In this manner did Mr. Manly 
reafon within himfelf as he conduâied 
Anzoletta to his houfe, after having, 
with a flood of tears, bid farewell to 

the 
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tîie cold remains of her vénérable 
ffiend 5 and fuH of this projeâ:, intro- 
duced her to his family as the ward 
làf his noble patron ; at the famé time 
àSxning his daughters, (whofe eyes 
were fixed on Anzoletta with rude 
:ànd eager curlofity) " thiat the lady 
proved to he quite another kind of a 
perfon from what they had taken her 
to be, and therefore he defired thejr 
would fliew her ail poliible civility/*

^ïnner, (for Ihis polite family dined at 
the famé faihionable hour as their. 
Lord) and Mrs Manly perceiving her 
young vifitor too much affliâed to do

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honouT to ber poultry and puddii^<^ 
bégan to confole hcr (^ (he thought^ 
for the lofs flie had fuftained^ by expa- 
f iating on her good fortune in having 
fbund fo noble a guardian as Lord 
Fitz-Vernon; at the famé time> 
hinted her furprife at the fum - oi 
money flie proved to be polTeflêd ofy 
(a circumftance of whkh Mr. Manly 
had not failed to inform his wife wben 
he commanded her to prépare for the 
réception of the fair ftranger) whilc 
the young ladies warmly proffcred their 
fcrvice in affifting her in the choice of 
her mouruing. " For to be fiire,; 
Mifs," fàid the elder, " as you hâve fo 

much 
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much moncy, you will chufe to appear^ 
z Jittle gcnteelly on the occafion ?'* 

Anzoletta, whofe mourning was in 
the Aeart, left thefe arrangements en- 
tirely to theîr direction. And after 
apologizing to Mrs. Manly for the 
dejeftion of fpirits which rendered her 
at pïefent unfit for company, was by 
the younger daughter fhewn to a fmall 
but neat bed-chamber, that had beén 
prepared for her réception ; and An-, 
zoletta was now left at leifure to refleét 
on the ftrange feries of events which 
had confpired to place her at at a di{- 
fance fronx her native country. Ig-. 
jQorant.of the rank or fituation of her 

parents. 
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parents, and bereft 6f the kind and 
tender proteétion of him who was ail 
to her under the guardianflbip of Lord 
Fitz-Vernon, who was totallyaftranger 
to her. Doubtful and apprehenfive 
for the future, Anzoletta could not 
but recur ^ith fond regret to the 
placid hours fhe had pafled in her con- 
vent, (for it was with the Sœurs de St. 
Lewis ftie had received the firft rudi- 
ments of her éducation) and could 
hardly^ fupprefs the wifh that (he had 
embraced, like them, the hallowed 
tranquillity of the cloijler. Thofe blifs- 
fui days, too, when unknown to the 
déception, and turpitude of mankind, 
her imagination had painted on her, 

cmerging 
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emergii^ from the gioom of a monaff 
tery, and accompanying Poletti to 
the gay and ferenc climate of Italy» 
the world as teaming with fcenes of 
never-fadinghappinefs, when the mild 
breeze of morning, and the foftened 
beams of the rifing funj.had wakcned 
her to new and variegatcd profpefts 
of felicity, while liftening lo the élé- 
gant inUructions of the vénérable 
Poletti, her underftanding every day 
expanded, and her heart opened to 
the impreffions of virtuc and benevo» 
lence. From retrofpedions fo fweet, 
fo dcar to memory, fhe turned with 
hon'or to refleâ on the awful moment» 
when, during a hafty flight from their 

reclufive 
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recluiîve and peaceable abode to the 
port of Civitta Vecchia, flie had 
gathered from the agitated excla-* 
mations of her fond protedtor, the 
dreadful intelligence,that a rich reward 
wasfet on herhead^^ and, unconfcious 
of having created or defired to hâve au 
enemy, learned that the only relatives, 
whofe power eould proted her un- 
guanïeJ innocence, inflagated by a 
bartarous and fanguinary revenge, 
panted fer her deftruétion. — The va- 
rious arts which had been employed by 
Poletti ta render their refîdence un- 
known till their arrivai at tlie cotts^e^ 
filled her mind with wonder aiïd. 
anxicty» That fhe had' a father ftiU 

cxifting^ 
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éxifting, his dying words (for the firft 
time) declared j but, alas ! what was 
the myfterious fate of this unhappy 
parent, or what circumftances preven- 
ted his reclaiming his * unfortunate 
child ? — ^lier imagination was tortured 
and bewildered in attempting to con- 
jefture. That his birth and rank was 
of a fuperior degree Ihe had no doubt ; 
the élégant accomplilhmehts (he.had 
acquircd at the convent -, the imre- 
initting pains which the Signior had 
taken to infpcdt and pcrfeft her in 
. whatever ftudies could contributc to 
fortify and cmbellifh her mind, and 
give grâce and enei^ to her manners, 

were fuch as feemed by np means 

adapted 
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adapted to ayoung woman deflined to 
pafs through life in obfcurity, or per- 
haps obtain,, by todl and induflry, a 
fcanty fubfiftcnce.— -Anzoletta alfo 
poflefTed a kind of native pride and 
intuitive élégance, which, though 
not excluded from the offspring of 
more humble parents, is feldom found 
amidft the children of penury and 
obfcurity . . The choice of Lord Fitz- 
Vemon alfo for her guardian,, which 
feemed a meafure on which the mind 
. of the Signior had been long and anxi- 
oufly bent, confirmed thefe afpiring 

• ideas ; — but why that tender friend 

♦ ftiould hâve compelled her to remain 
in ignorance of her origin at an âge

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wlien the female underftanding ap-^ 
proaehes to maturity» and the habits 
of chikihood ripen into the folidity of 
fixed charàfter, flie was at a lofs ta 
imagine. But the difcernment of 
Poletti was too juft to fuffer him tb 
intruft eveh his beloved charge with 
a fècret that involved; that precious 
life which his owo had been exhaufted 
'in anxîous endeavours to preferve, at 
a feafon whea the franknefs of youth 
recoils from the appearance of myftery,, 
*and when the ardency of imagination» 
incident to her early years, might ren-

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piicity of temper, mi^t tempt her 
to receive to her friendfhip vnth 
that full lecurity of unfufpcôing 
confidence which forms a ftriking and 
gênerai feature in the charader of 
vinvitiated and ingenuous youth. 
Amidfl the melancholy ideas which 
the lofs of the Signior excited in the 
fufceptible bofom of Anzoletta, the 
confideration that the fecret of her 
birth had expired with him was not 
the leaft painful, " Alas !" cried (he 
mentally, " the knowledge of my 
parents now finks into the oblivion of 
the grave ; an alien to my country, 
{for as Livy exprcflès it, with the 
generous pride of patavinity, infepa-

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Table frcm exalted fçuls, he had ôftenr 
expatiated on Ûit former blejfinp of 
the country which gave them birth^ 
the kingdom of Poland, and deplored, 
with honeft and genuine patriotifm^ 
the fuccefs of that kwlefs ambition 
which had firft difmembered it by 
faftions, and finally enflaved it) un- 
claimed of any one, to whom do I 
appertain ? or who now has any in* 
tereftin nay fate?" - 

Thefe agonizing refledions were at 
this moment interrupted by the en-

^qually gratified the pride of Lady 
Frances, and the fenfibility of her 
gentle fifter ; who, after recommeud^ 
ing her to the care of Mrs, Manly in 
terms of the warmefl regard, and 
rntreating that Ihe would permit her 
.ihe pleafiare. of arranging the mode of 
her appeatance, &a Lady Ifabell prçf* 
fing her hand, with a tendernels in her 
manner wtûch fenfibly afFefted the 
dejeâed Anzoletta, departed, with a 
promife of feeing her foon again.

But there refided in an élégant;

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, The objedbns arifing fronr thefc 
prudent confiderations were, however» 
compelled to yîeld to the pofitive de- 
clarations of the intentions of the EarL 
to receive hi^ ward into his own houfe.

létti '^ a refolution ftrengthened by 
the earneft foiicitations of Lady Ifabelj^ 
who every day returned from her 
morning vilit to Anzoletta more fafci-^ 
nated by the winning fimplicity of her 
manners, and more tenderly interelled 
in her future weifare.

whatever confequence he might arro- 
gâte to himfelf, Lady Ifabell ftill con* 
fldèred as a fervant ' to her brother. 

The envions jealonfy wbich the 
kindnefs of the Earl and her Ladyfliip 
to Anzolettahadin{piredj wastoo ob- 
vions to efcape her pénétration ; and 
the impertinent familiarity of Tom-y 
which Mifs Zàdofki found difEcult to 
, reprefs, . without drawing on her the 
immédiate refentment- of his familyv 
rendered her fituation extremely irk- 
fôme». Mfeanwhile, fome arrange^ 
ments at the Hall, which Lady Bell 
had contrived for the accommoda*- 

tion 
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tion of her young friend, prolonged 
the neceffity of her refîdencc at Mr. 
Manly's. 

Delighted with the profped of ob- 
4aining fo eflimable a companion in 
the- folitude her ill health impofed on 
her, her Ladyfhip had exerted her 
fancy in omamenting the little fuite pf 
^partaient s deftined for her occupa- 
. tion. 

Anzoletta was a proficient in mufic, 
and a fmall room, which overlooked 
-a long and fertile vallqr fituated. at the 
foot of a hill» that reverbed foft. and 
long vibrating écho, was fitted up 

F for 
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forthc performance of feleô concerts. 
The £^1 alfo was an amateur of the 
fcience, and played on the violonccUo 5 
and entered into Lady BçlFs arrange- 
ment wîth apparent pleafure, fecretly 
delighted to obferve that tranfient 
émanation of chearfulnefs in his fifler, 
which the exécution of a favourite 
projeft wilî firequently excite in a niind 
rendered habitually languid with the 
long ftruggles of referved affliftion, 
combating with a lingering and pain- 
fui difeafe. 

Meanwhile the fituation of Anzo- 
letta (to whom the defigns of the Earl 
had not yet been announced by her 

friend 
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friend Lady Bell, who, from a motive 
of ibnd caprice, was preparing for her 
an agreeable furprife) becatne every 
day kfs fiipportable, from the fauey 
familiarity of young Manly, and tbe 
larcaftic congratulation of his fifter ; 
who, with infidious policy, declaimed 
ag^inft her fréquent correipondence 
with Mrs, Brady, the wife of the cu- 
rate, who was indeed the only female 
with whom the deceafed PoUetti had 
fuffered her to àflbciate, 

To tliis lady, now buried in the 
ohfcurity of a little remotc village, 
had Anzoletta been indebted for much 
valuable and folid inftrudion : her 

F 2 kîndnefs 
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kîndnefs to had cheared many of thofc 
inelancholy hours of laiiguor and re- 
gret which had preceded the death of 
the Signior. The foftnefs of her dif- 
polîtion was congenial to the mind of 
Antoletta^ and the misfortunes flie 
bad endured^ without repining for the 
fàke of a hufband, whom fhe had 
felpoufed contrary to the confent of a 
jproud and imperious family, excited 
in the bofom of her young friend tht 
moft tender fympathy. 

Mrs. Brady was the ddeft of a large 
family, who Lad been, from an imbe- 
cility of temper in their father, (tho* 
otherwife poflefled of the moft (hining 

talents)

talents) rather than any unavoidable 
misfortune, reduced from a ftate of 
aâhience to one of comparative 
penury, a (ituation rendered ftill more 
comfortlefs, from the haughty charac- 
ter of thofe more profpcrous relatives 
to whom fhe looked up for fupport. 
To a tolerablc portion of natural un»- 
derflanding, and perhaps fome fmall. 
Ihare of genius, were added ail the 
advantages the care of a tender and 
indulgent father could beftow; and 
if to corredt the youthful produâions 
of his dau^ter fometimes diverted 
the deep melancholy which his dîfap* 
pointments in early life had rendered 
habituai to him, they contributed 

F 3 only 
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onïy to increafe on refledtion thc 
chagrin which he felt, when he conr\ 
£dered that the talents which he cul- 
tivated as congenial with hisown were 
apparently doomed to wither in obfcx> 
rity, or probably by adding addition- 
ai poignancy to the deq) fenfe of her 
hopelefs fituation, accelerate the ter- 
mination of her exillence by the 
lingering pangs of a broken heart. 
Mrs. Brady, however, wearied of de- 
pendence on relations, and difgufted 
with the contumelious negleâ: of her 
family in her twenty-firtt year, ac- 
cepted the hand of a lover, whofe 
fdfeâion for her promifed at leafl to 
footh the keen fenfe ihe ftiU retained 

of 
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of her paft difappointments; Her 
early youth had been fpent in exertions 
for the fuppcMTt of a family, who, after 
the dèath of hei^ father, and a ieries of 
certain xmfortunate events, which 
once more plunged her with an infant 
family of her own in ail the horrors of 
poverty, repaid her former carcs (cares 
v/hich had ftole the gaiety of youthful 
years from her bofom, and tinâured 
her ideas even in the fpring of life 
with gloomy fadnefs); with fligbt and 
indifférence. From fome of thefe 
connexions, this treatment was adi^ 
ditionally painfuU from the recoUec- 
tion of the many mortifications ihe 
had experienced for their fakes, ^nd

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the unkîndnefs of her furvivîng parent 
(a woman of fixong pafSons, and 
prone to the indulgence of ftill ftrongér 
préjudices) tbwards her hufband, du- 
ring a period when the hand of afflic- 
tion preflbd heavy ojrt them, deter-' 
mined her to renounce their fociety for 
ever, and feclude herfelf with her chil- 
dren in the little village adjoining Fitz- 
Vernon Hall, where her hulband had 
at length obtained a curacy, to which 
little ftipend he added the émoluments 
ot a Imall (chooL Mrs. Brady had 
beheld with admiration the virtues ex- 
emplified in the charafter of the young 

ftranger; flie viewed her youiig, art- 
lefs, and lovely, and on the point of 

lofing 
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fefing her foie proteftor : (he had alfo 
penetrated into the defigns of Tom 
Manly, and with maternai vigilance 
endeavoured to ward ofF from Anzoï 
letta the . mortification which the in* 
folence of his temper, and liis igno- 
rance of the rights of humanity, feemed 
prepariiig for her.. This conduft had 
indeed drawn on her the refentment 
of the whole family ;. and Mr. Manly,. 
in his capacity of fteward to Lord 
Fitz-Vernon's eftates, took care to 
make Mr. Brady feel the " rod qï 
power," by every feverity hewas capa- 
ble of inflidVing. He. had twice 
pounded a folitary GOw,.which was the 
principal fupport of their young fa- 
mily ;

deftitute on the wide w^ldy had not 
the Signior, wbo was infonned of the 
circumftaflce by his old domcftic, dif- 
chargcd the debt Young tndy fays 
that

** For they ne'er pardon wfao bave dont 
y ou wi'ong." 

And from the moment that his pa- 
tron Rad fpoke of him in terms fo 
favourable, on the deceafe of PoUetti, 
his hatred became implacable. The 

^oni^e too was repdring under the 

immédiate 
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immédiate infpedionof the Ead, a mea* 
fure on which he had not even been coni- 
fulted 'y and the cottage, which had been 
the refideneeef the Signior^given, with 
a fmall peniCon, to theold houfekeeper. 
Poor Anzoletta, whofe interférence he 
attributed thefe arrangements to, wîfe 
now regarded by the whole family as 
a very impertinent perfon, who aflu- 
med a confequence unbecoming one 

in her fitaationr and Mifs ManJy 
really thought that Lady Bell might 
hâve felefted a more eliglble com- 
panion among her old acquaintance — 
not that Ihe enyied Mifs Zadoiki fuch 
a fituation — :no, her papa could do as 
much for her as' many of the Tquires 

daughters 
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daughters who had married to kecp 
tiieir coaches ; but as Mrs. Brady had 
been invited by Lady Bell to vifit 
Mifs Zadoiki at the Hall, fhe thought 
gratitude Ihould bave induced Anzo- 
letta to obtaÎQ for them the famé 
honor. 

The gentle Anzoletta, alrcady de- 
prefled by her late lofs to a dêgree of 
melancholy, liftened with no fmall 
uneafinefs to thefe converfations, which 
were inceffantly repeated and joyfully 
embraced. The occafîon of quitting 
this rude and unpolifhed fociety for 
that of her el^ant friend at the Hall^ 
The âattering attention fhewn her hy 

Lord 
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Cord Fitz-Vernon, and the unremit- 
ting kindnefe of Lady Ifabel, fully 
compenfated for the CQolnefs (he could 
not fail to obferve in the manners of 
hcr noble fifter.

fiftor wa3 a plea he could neither with 
propriety invalidatc or oppofe, and 
2|fter much dcbate» he confented to 
their departure frorn^ the Hall çarly in 
the approaching fpring, though it was 
obvions that his Lordfhip entered into, 
the neceflary préparations for their re- 
naoval, with ail the reludance incident

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Lady Frances alfo, mollified by the 
reprefentations of ber fifter, who 
afiîrmed that ftie ought not to refent 
a conduft which her childifh years, and 
the attradions of their coxifin cori- 
Cdered, was not in itfelf fo ftriftly 
blameable, condefcended, as flie offt- 
ciated at the head of the table, to pay 
unufual attention to hcr ; and Anza- 
letta endeavoured fo believe that (he 
ought ta facrifice much to friends fo 
generous. But when fhe ventur ed 
for a moment to raife her.down-caft 
eyes to Paget, fhe perceived fuch an 
expreffion crf melancholy and dilàp- 
pointment in his countenance, as at 
Qlice defeated ail thefe prudent re- 

L 3 folves, 
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folves, and left her mind a prey ta in- 
expreflible anxiety. 

Captain Paget» with the fangume 
hopes and impatience of a lover, had 
loft ho tiihe in executing the déter- 
mination he had formed to acquaint 
Lord Fitz- Vernon with his paffion for 
Ânzoletta ; and though tiie Earl had 
not, with his ufual candour, informed 
him of the addrefles he had himfelf 
made to her, he coldly advi(èd him to 
xelinquifh a purfuit which might in- 
volve him in many difficulties, and 
concluded that Mifs Zadoiki was not 
at his difpofal.
